The OMoing addreee of the ooounaod- 
er-liiHDhMf was Usiened toian^atten- 
tloB hj the aaewnMeil vvtmaa. He 
Bpoke as follows: 

COMRAPEti: This in the silver aniii- 
veraary uf a birtih, not of a wedding. The 
wedding occurred when the bridegroonis, 
the yonth of the land, enlisted in its de- 
feuHe. AbnUiam I.ancoln celebrated the 
marriage nuptials. Columbia was the 
bride. Her Tissture waa the nation's flag. 
The pledge to establish that fla^ over the 
domain of secession was the pledge of her 
hand. When the pledge wan grandly re- 
deemed through bloody strife, sufTering 
and death, and after the victors had placed 
on the brow of the bride a new diadem, 
whose gems were honor, valor, fnuie, 
liberty outainU'd with slavery, a country 
re-united hikI free, Uie fruit of that mar- 
riage was the Grand Army of the Kepub- 
Uc, au ofFspring worthy of its royal 
parentage.

lished in such Htate.s; concurrent in resp<'ct 
to the charteriuK and mustering of posts, 
but each depart meiil having exclusive jur- 
is«iictioii over llie [KiHts it may receive. 

My lieMt judgment, after a year of pains- 
t«kii>g investigation, is thai it would he 
wise to confer on my successor the author- 
ity to create such a department. He may 
either find it necessary or think it best to 
exercise the power conferred. 

Tlte commander-in-chief advises that the 
executive officers refrain from indorsing 
appeals for contributions for any purpose, 
however worthy, except thoee expressly 
named in Uie objecta of the order. Veter- 
ans are too apt to be inflneneed stNOgly 
by such indorsements. 

It is recommended that congress be ap- 
pealed to to provide for tlte maintenance 
of the Mount McGregor cottage. The O. 
A. R. haa been paying the expenses be- 
cause no one else assumed them. 

The argument in favor of service-pension 
legialatimt has been urged upon congress 
without avail, but under the diaability 
pension liiU about 1,000 pensions are being 
allowed per day and will be until the 
docket of applications aliall be cleared. 
The number who thought the bill too lib- 
eral is dimiaiahing ao the aet beeomes bet- 
ter tuderetood. 

Tbte oominanderrin-diiet reoommends 
that the legislatioaglTlagpvsfnsao^iathc 
civil BCTviee to AsehatgSd soldlMts be 
amended so as to veoognlas the idea of 
service apart from discharge ordisiMltty. 

Comrades, our order has r ea ch ed high- 
water mark neltber in nwwbsrs, nor in 
glory, nor in power. In euKHvatlng fra- 
ternity and charity it works oa the same 
linea with acme other oiganiiatioaa. But 
there ia another baaic principle of our 
osder which, in a sense at least, ia pecu- 
liar to it—it isthe broad principle of loy- 
alty. 

Here we provoke criticism on the ground 
that there ia do dialoyalty now. True, no 
class nor section is engaged in disloyal 
acta; but, as is well known, there are men 
here and there throughout the land who 
adhere to the {lerniciou.t doi trine 1 1 ut 
secession I >y a state is a right, and there- 
fore rewistance li) altempt«'d coen ion is not 
dislpyalt^, oc rebellion. Tl^e ii-ou heel of 



Anarew .lacKson crushed the first threats 
of overt ai t ion based upon this doctrine. 
When, in the next instance the threat was 
carried into effect, it required the scourge 
fit war and rivers of blood to suppress it, 

A third effort is not likely to appear 
again in the south, because it is not con- 
ceivable how the interests of that section 
can be so advantageously situated as they 
are within the Union, but the doctrine per- 
meates the political literature of the 
country. The seed took deep root in the di- 
sciples of Calhoun and others who labored 
to plant it. As our oonatry extends its 
borders and aeettons bseooM antagonistic 
in tatersst, who oaa say that another effort 
may not be made aomeVriiere K 

So long aa the danger eirfsts, however 
remotely, the work of the Q. ▲. R. ia not 
flnished. No other ergankettoa rim e the 
war has done eo much for the e o na try . es- 
pecially in laying the f«>u?idations of future 
security aa has Ihe O. A. R. It appeala to 
every loyal hand that drew a blade or car- 
ried a musket. Therefore, no Union sol- 
dier haa dooe his full duty as a citir.en 
unless he has given the order the benefit of 
his comradeship in it. 

Inclosing, I desire to renew f he e.xi)res- 
slon of gratitude which I made a year ago, 
for the great honor yon conferred upon 
me.

Tlir Adjntant Cifiiernl'ii Kep«H. 

Adjutant General J, II. Gonlding's 
annual report for tho year ending June 
8(1. siiows that there are in the order 
forty-tive departments with 7,400 posts, 
and' 8UH,U(17 comrades in good standing. 
The sum exiKsnded iu charity during the 
year was !^83,tf99, against |2i7,ii.')7 the 
previous ffyear. There have been 
deaths this year, against 5,47» in 1890. 
The total apparent membership is 444,- 
307. SumenaionB, ddHnqoeocies and 
transfers Mng tlM ntmW down to 
398,067. 

The adjutant general believes tliat if 
departments select the best men for ad- 
jutants and quartermasters and adopt 
longer tenures of oflBce, the order can be 
greatly strengthened and the member- 
ship raised to 600,000 or 700,000 within 
five years as there are over 1,200.000 old 
soldiers now living. The question of a 
sinking fond to meet the emergencies of 
oldaf* with its diminirtiing Bsmber- 
ship and dnsB, Is worOj of ooBBidBra- 

It is recommended that national en- 
campments be held not earlier in the 
year than Aug. 'M to allow more time 
for malriiig ap the n atkio||l reports after 
department reports are MioeiTed. 

Qnartermiuter'a Repart. 

In his annual report Quartermaster 
John Taylor pave the receipts for the 
fiscal year as !j;;?H,10(l; exiienditures, $37,- 
298, balfuice, tl,8(H. The assets of the 
organization he gave as ^£.'4,711. The 
poets, he said, as a general ruie. were 
prompt in meeting their obligations, and 
the tiuaiii'ial future of tUh flfdBr was 
api)arcnlly a bright one.

Ins])tH tor (ienerai .1. W. Burstin, in 
liis report, ciiiiiplained of inadequate 
facilitios afforded nis department U> per- 
form it.s duties bectuise of the changes in 
the dates for in8j>ection constantly made 
by the uatioiuil encampment. He had 
been able to secure reports uf inspection 
from only li ix>rtion of the posts, but 
such aa lias been inspected were iu good 
condition. 

Surgeon Oeoerara B«p«rt. 

B. K. Stevenson, snivel general, re- 
ported the nnmber of deaths tn the or- 
der, as for as reported, dnxlng the year 
to be 8,167, among them being those 
eminent oonndes William Tecimiseh 
Sherman, Admbfal David D. Porter and 
Qenerala Oharles Devana. E. F. Noyes, 
John W. Fuller. John McFeill. 

In regard to the pension list Dr. Ste- 
venson read a letter from Commisdoner 
Baam giving the nnmber <rf psoalooers 
now npon the mUs and the ameaot paid 
by the government ponsioBS daring the 
present fiscal year.

Tlie report of Judge Advixjate General 
Lochren contains a number of decisions 
affecting the order, the most important 
of which uertiiin to eligibility to mem- 
berabip. In the opiniua of Judge 
Lochren i oinimlsory muster into the 
Confederate army will not alone render 
one iiieliifible to membership iu the Q. 
A. R. if. before having ]ierformed mili- 
tary service of any kind, he esoi^>ed and 
joined the Union army. Military ser- 
vice of any kind as a Coiife<lorate soldier, 
though comuulsorv will di!S(}uaUfy. - 

Among those declared meleglUe to 
membership are memlM-rs of ctmipanies 
called into service by United States gen- 
eral ofScers on emergencies, and dis- 
miseed whef the emergency pasaed; 
chaplains of regiments who were never 
mustered iu or discharged fkom the 
service, hospital unrsee and Ihiatenants 
of the Umted States revenne marine 
service. A member dropped frouL.. the 
rolls for non-pajrment of dues, in order 
to be reinstated must pay the arrearages 
due his former post, and be eleic;ted and 

a admission fee as a recruit. Honor- 
diaoharge removee the apparent 
stain of reported desertion. Depart- 
ment oommanders, in the opinion of the 
judge, may establish new posts in their 
discretion, and adjoining poets cannot 
(|uestion th^ir exercise of this discretion.

had a cinch on the location for next 
vear"8 encninpment. Her supporters had 
been betting all the mornmg that not 
one-third of the delegates would favor 
the capitjil of Nebniska, which was the 
only rival in the field. In fact they gave 
it ont that even the formality of a balk>t 
would probably be dispenseo witli. They 
did not dejK-nd entirely npon the oratory 
of their advocates. Their invitation took 
the form of an immense sUver plate vrith 
statues of 'I'homas and Farragnt on the 
sides, vignettes of the Capitol, Mount 
Vernon and Arlington aromid the bor- 
der and the invitation ex(juisitely en- 
graved in the center. The affair was 
enclosed in a caske. of satin and Ras- 
sian leather locked with a kev of solid 
gold. 

The western men depended soMy 
upon arguments luid the eloquence of 
their advocate. Paul Vaudervoort, of 
Nebraska, set tlie ball rolling in behalf 
of Lincoln and urged that the gathering 
should be held for once at least at a 
point that was easy of acceM to the tens 
of thousands of veterans in Kansas, 
Nebraska, Mimiesota, Iowa, the Dako- 
ta^ and the west generally. 

Governor Thayer, Poet Commander 
Rae. of Minnesota, and Comrade Camp- 
bell, of Kansaa, also spoke canwBtly, 
and at leugth In behatfof ITekm&B 
cajiital. 

(ien. Bnrdette and W. P. Ktos, of 
Waahinffton. led the oratorical bait«ria 
inbebaff of the Natioiial capital, doi- 

poral Tanner dwelt n|>on its advantages 
ami Edj,'ar Allen, of Vtrniuia. came to 
its rescue on Ijt half of the soutti. 

While the sj)e»-ch m iking was in prog- 
reas the i'eni>sylvaui» delegation. whi< h 
earlv iu the dav had lieeu Ncheiltile<l as 
■olid for W:irtlini<t<>ii, .isked leave to re- 
tire for consultation. Tliis filled the 
Wiwhington jx'ople with alarm and they 
redoublwi their btitton-lioling of tlie del- 
egates on the floor of the hall. Confu- 
sion reigned supreme, the noise of the 

gavel was drowned in tlw- roar of voices, 
itemiingled with wtiich were soimds of 
warm disputing. 

When the Pennsylvania deieg.ition 
filed in again it was wiHi the aiinoinice- 
meiit that they hatl voted 'Jo Ui 1 in fa- 
vor of Lincoln and that it ha<l been de- 
cided to enforce the unit rule in favor of 
the will of the ma .jority. Aniid a scene 
of excitement unparalleled in the his- 
tory of em iunpments the roll was called. 
Illinois. Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 
and other htrge delegations voted for 
Lincoln, and wYien the last state had 
been calle<i the tally sheets apparently 
showed a majority for Lincoln. Paul 
Vandev(M)rt jumped u]>on a dktlKMA 
Bh()ute<l, '"The day is ours." 

Thereupon President Oakley, of the 
Lincxiln Ixmrd of tra<ie, and a number of 
others tore ofT to the telegraph ofhce to 
spread the go<id tidings. Meanwnile. 
the apparently defeated delegates had 
been claiuuring for a verification of tiii! 
vote, anil when this was done it was 
found that the thirty-si.x vote.s of New 
York had t,'(itteii into the wrong Column, 
and the corrt.'cted .vote stood, Washing- 
ton, atMi: Lincoln. :*.;«». 

When the corrected ciiunt w.'is an- 
nounced tiie western men were I'or (hi 
moment stnnneii, while the support el's 
of Wasliington yelled themselves liniirse. 
In the midat of the confusion au ad- 
jonrmnent was taken. 

Tbe Color Qtteatlon. 

Today the C(dored question wffl c<»ne 
up for action and a warm thne is certain. 
A good many of the delegations oau 
cased last night to interchange views. 
Renewed opposition is being manifested 
toward tile proposition to authorize the 
creation or a new provisional depart 
ment for colored comrades only. Lead- 
ing delegates from Ohio, Kansas, Ver- 
mont, Michigan and other statea ex* 
pressed themselves without reserve ai 
in favor of oompellfatg wlltttpOBti to ad- 
mit colored members. 

rHiidiiliiteK fiir CuiiiiiiaiKler. 

Mr. Linc^dn, of Washington, who wan 
a prominent candidate for commander- 
ui-«;hief, witlidrew from Uin field yester- 
diiv in order that the cofiU-st for tht 
ne.\t meeting phwe might not he ham- 
pered bv has catidiiia.y. lii his place 
ajijic'ared a new caDilidate in tlie iktsou 
of General Sam H. Hurst, of Ohio, and 
brother of Bishop llnrst, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, and well known 
as the Ohio tighter. Considerable oppt>- 
eition has developed toward Colonel 
Wtiiesert, of Wisconsin, who a few days 
ago seemed to have a clear field. 
Against htm. it is nrged, that he is not 
a volimteer soldier, but a West Pointer. 

Another pruuiiuent candidate is Col- 
t>nel W. R. Smedberg, of California. 
He abu is antaguieed un the ground that 
both during and since tiie war he has 
shown little sympathy with the citizen 
soldier, that he is selfishly ambitions, 
and while professing a Inmndless love 
for '•couira.i<'s" is at heart proud, cold 
and filled witli West Point idolatries, 
and that, finally, he is being pushed bv 
a lot of aristiK-ratiB ringsters. liuili 
candidates, however, have a host <i 
frietsJs wbo are working hard to couu 
teract the efforts of their opponents. 
The elcH:tion promises to be very oloee. 
General Butterfield, of Tnqr, N. T.t ka 
promising dark horae.

About th« Nalglilxirliond. 

Most New Yorkers know very little of 
Lookmt hill in Prospect park, Brook- 
lyn, ezoept that they occasionally see 
some mention of it in the newspapers. 
One Brooklynite who was asked for in- 
formation about it the other day de- 
scribed it as a jilaee where "fools from 
New York go to commit suicide some- 
times. " 

This description of Lookont bill is 
hardly a fair one. It is true, however, 
that for some reason men who want to 
commit suicide do somehow manage 
very frequently to drift out to this part 
of Brooklyn's big park to carry out their 
intentions. But they don't all of them 
go from New York. There have been 
iwoBBioldaBttisnbyBRMridyBitsa The 
two that prsoeded these, however, were 
men from New 7ork, and of the many 
plioe to these Brooklyn maj bft tIbmtgtA 
with the meet of them. 

One stormy, snowy day a well dressed 
young man hired a cab in thia dty and 
was driven rapidly over the bridge to 
Brooklyn and ont to Proq^t park. 
When the oab reached the city line the 
young man got out and sent it back to 
New York. Then he went into a saloon 
near by. He left the saloon, entered the 
park, walked through the driving snow 
to the summit of Lookonl UD Mid there 
shot bimselt 

A pcrfioemaa heard the shot, and foand 
the body of the suicide still warm, but 
he was dead. He had evidently intended 
that there should be nothing cheap or 
vulgar about the affair, for even the re- 
volver used by him was of the most ex- 
pensive pattern and make and had been 
bought new for the purpose. He was 
Identified as a Columbia college student 
belonging to a New York family of ex- 
Mllant standing. 

KEHARKABLB IDENTIFICATION. 

The suicide before tliis was also that 
of a New York man, and tt ftttracted 
MOM little attention at the time by rea- 
son of the fact that there waa a mix up 

about the identification of the body, 
Thi^ had lain on the hill SO long before 
It was found that it could be identified 
only by the clothes on it and by the for- 
mation of the body. It was fonnaUy 
identified at the Brooklyn mocfoe tiie 
moaning it was found as the body of a 
New YoA printer, who had, through 
despondency, taken his life. 

This identification wa.s made by two 
members of TyiKjgraphical Union No. 6, 
who had known the man. Later that 
day the body was again identifled as 
that flf a bar^ doing bnsinssi oa Third 
avaona In tius dty, and this ldentlfli»> 
tion was finally found to bo correct 

The most curious thing about this case 
was the physical likeness of the printer 
and the barber. The barber was de- 
formed—that is, he had a olub foot. The 
same was tme of the printer, and it was 
the left fbot that was deloiroMd, aa was 
the case with the barber. They were 
phytrioally alike otherwise. Then the 
printer's friends identified the clothing, 
the shoes and the hat and even a knife 
tliat was in the pocket of the suicide. 

But the printer wasn't dead. The 
writer knows that, for he reported the 
first identification for an afternoon p»> 
per; the second was made too late for 
notice that day, and in about a week 
afterward the printer bronght suit 
against that paper for $20,000 damages 
for saying that be committed suidde. 
Ho didnt get the |80,000, but he did 
prove to the satisfaction of all tiiat he 
was very much alive. 

A HISTOniC ri-^CE. 

But there have been uny number of 
suicides on Lookout hill. Brooklynites 
are inclined to object to the use that is 
made of this picturesque spot, aad as for 
the Prospeot park polioe, they more than 
object They ' constantly patrol the 
neighborhood of the hill, and any lounger 
about there is sure to have a very care- 
ful eye kept upon him by the Uueooaied 
guardians of the park. 

Lookout hill is one of Prospect park's 
picturesque and historioal spots. It is a 
high hill looking oot over tiia Ug lake 
and the boulevard, and is heavily wood- 
ed. As a point from which to view the 
surrounding country it is unsurpassed. 
From Its brow you can eeo for niiles in 
all directions. Coney island, Manhattan 
beach, and even Far Rookaway, are vis- 
ible to tho naked eya. Jlndyaih and 
other towns neatUnf down among the 
trees, and the Cmm atretehlng ont over 
the level conntrf. pnswt ft tM soane at 
this tdason. 

Gleneral Washington used this very 
UU to mak* observatiooa from when Iw 
WW boldlag Brooklyii and watching for 
tbo enpeeted land&ig of Sir Hsory Olin- 
loli oa Long Isiaad. It was tnm here 
that the American generals watched 
Clinton's movements when preparing for 
the disastroiu battle of Long Island that 
Msnlted in the re^xeat of Washington to 
the he^hts above ffa* Harlem and cave 
New York dty into the haadn a< Or 
Henry Clinton. 

The tide of battle swept all aronnd the 
hill and in the green field below it good 
blood stained the sward. 

Bpt times have changed. Battles are 
still fought in the field below Lookout 
hill— the sham battles of the Brooklyn 
mlUtia. And tiMhm Itself la n6 longer 
visited by great generals. Those who 
want to commit suicide go there instead. 
—New York Recorder.

Accident on thr Wt'nt ^'irglnl* Central. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., Aug. 6. — A das- 
tardly and 8ucce8.sfal plot toWTVOkft 
tniB was carried into UMiitloa yeater- 
dagr aftamoon on the Oraad Biniiida and 
Indiana road, near Coogttt, tte flnt sta- 
tion north of Kalamaaoo. Tha foted 
train was the through express canying 
the Mac-ktnaw and Chicago sleeping car 
and due here at noon. 

After leaving Cooper, and while the 
train was running thirty-tive miles an 
honr, Engineer Clark Snyder noticed 
what seemed to be an open Hwitch a 
short distance ahead. He quickly aj)- 
plied the air brakes, but before the train 
could be 8top|ied it ran onto the fatal 
spot. The engine wheels caught in the 
rails and ties and stayed on tlw track, 
bat the rest of the train weal OftT an 
enbankment thirty feet high. 

Th«« were aboat sixty p oa sangers in 
the train and twelve in the Wagner 
sleepinr car. In the descent of the lat- 
ter to tne bottom of the embankment it 
roUad over twice and finally rested ^ht 
aide np almost completely demolished. 
The trucks and wheels tore with terrifk 
force through the bottom of the coach, 
and the escape of the passengers from 
instant death is nothing short of a mir- 
acle. 

Brakeman Conway, of Fort Wayne, 
though badly injured about the head . 
ran to this city for aid. A special train 
bearing a corps of surgeons went out and 
in an hoar brought the injured to Bor- 
gess hospital. While the injured were 
being cared for railroad men investigat- 
ed the cause of the accident and discov- 
ered that it was catised by a deliberate 
plot to wreck the train. What seemed 
to Engineer Snyder to be an open switoh 
was a rail sprong from its place by bolts 
being taken ont The condition of the 
nuts and bolts plainly tdiowed this. 
They were not broken and marks on the 
nnts showed where the wrejich had been 
used. The ties ami the spiim oaad in 
holding down the rails bore evMSMa of 
having been tampered with.

The occur- 
rence wKn HO sudden that none <k the 
people on the engine had a chance to es- 
cape, and all were more or less injorad, 
either by escaping steam or fhna tta 
ftkU of tta engine. In an instant afcrj* 
thing was in an nproar, w^anen' toream- 
ing, men moaauig and Ita osMtping 
steam from tta krotaa phMS of tiie en- 
gine pressttted a siffbt thai was taart 
rending. 

As soon as tta mea wta were the least 
injured could manage to extricate thmn- 
selves they went to work to releaae ttieii 
mors anrortonate eomrades whose coo- 
ditkia was pitiatde to behold. The flni 
person ezfetaelad was Alice Robinson. 
The escaptng Iteam had cooked the flesh 
on her face, arms and hands in a horri- 
ble manner and her injuries are consid- 
ered fat«l. John McKenzie, who livec 
at Frostburg. was caught imder the en- 
gine and scalded so badlv that he died 
last evening of his injnries. 

The others seriously but not fatally 
injured are: Robert Robinson, engineer, 
badly scalded and bruised. Frank 
Graver, fireman, scalded and braised. 
Lewis Layman, scalded about hands 
and face. John Rickey, hurt internally 
and scalded. Jennie Dorst, tedly 
braised and scalded. 

A» soon as word coold ta sent the 
phjslelaaa of Elk Garden, the nearest 
town, were telegraphed for and ttay 
promptly responded, relieving, as far at 
IKiBsible, the sufferings of the injured.
